New Delhi, the 31st March, 2008 


S.O. 783(E) .— Whereas the Central Government, after consultation with the 
TJaWnal Bank for Agricuiture and Rural Development (NABARD), Government 
of Uttar Pradesh and the Bank of Baroda being the Sponsor Bank of 
Baroda Eastern UP Gramin Bank and Baroda Western UP Gramin Bank 
(Regional Rural Banks), is of the opinion that it is necessary in the public 
interest and in the interest of the development of the area served by the 
aforesaid Regional Rural Banks and also in the interest of the said Regional 
Rural Banks themselves, that the said Regional Rural Banks should be 
amalgamated into a single Regional Rural Bank; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1)' of 
section 23A of the Regional Rural Banks Act, 1976 (21 of 1976) (hereinafter 
referred to as "the Act"), the Centra! Government hereby provides for the 
amalgamation of the said Regional Rural Banks into a single Regional Rural 
Bank which shall come into effect on and from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette ( hereinafter referred to as the "effective 
date of amalgamation") with such constitution, property, powers, rights, 
interests, authorities and privileges; and with such liabilities, duties and 
obligations as specified hereunder:- 

1 . Baroda Eastern UP Gramin Bank and Baroda Western UP Gramin 
Bank (hereinafter referred to as "the transferor Regional Rural Banks") 
sponsored by the Bank of Baroda in the State of Uttar Pradesh are 
hereby amalgamated into a single Regional Rural Bank which shall be called as 
"Baroda Uttar Pradesh Gramin Bank" (hereinafter referred to as "the 
transferee Regional Rural Bank") with its head office at Raebareli. 

2. Further, the Centrai Government, after consultation with National 
Bank for Agriculture and Rural Development and the Bank of Baroda 
being the sponsor bank of transferor Regional Rural Banks and in 
exercise of powers conferred by proviso of Section 5 of the Actv 
increased the authorized capital of the transferee Regional Rural Bank 
to Rupees Nine Crore divided into Nine lakh number of fully paid shares 
of Rupees One Hundred each. The subscribed, share capital of the transferee 
Regional Rural Bank shall be equal to the subscribed share capital of transferor 
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Regional Rural Banks and, therefore, the entire subscribed share capital of the 
TnH h ^aoks shall be deemed to have been transferred to

6. The service of all the employees of the transferor Regional Rural Banks 
(excepting such of them as not being workmen within the meaning of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ) shall continue in the transferee Regional Rural 
Bank at the same remuneration and on the same terms and conditions of 
service, which they were getting or, as the case may be, by which they were 
governed immediately before the effective date of amaigamation. The inter-se- 
seniority of officers and employees, directly recruited and / or promoted, to be 
decided by the Committee representing the sponsor bank and the National 
Bank for Agriculture and Rural Development

7. The transferee Regional Rural Bank shall have the power to post the 
employees in the interest of the bank and the public as a whole anywhere in 
the entire area of operation of the transferee Regional Rural Bank. 

8. The area of operation of the transferee Regional Rural Bank shall be the 
combined area of operation of the transferor Regional Rural Banks viz. Baroda 
Eastern UP Gramin Bank and Baroda Western UP Gramin Bank in the 
Districts of Kanpur Urban, Kanpur Rural, Fatehpur, Raebareili, Sultanpur, 
Ambedkar Nagar, Faizabad, Kaushambi, Pratapgarh, Allahabad, 
Bareily, Pilibhit and Shahjahanpur in the State of Uttar Pradesh, 

9. Unless otherwise expressly provided in this notification, the provisions of the 
Act shall have the same effect on the transferee Regional Rural Bank as if it has 
been established under sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Act. 


10. If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this notification, 
the Central Government may make such order, not inconsistent with the 
provisions of the Act, as may appear to it to be necessary for the purpose of 
removing such difficulty.
